THE  SOLIDARITY  OF  TEACHERS 

Since  woman  teachers  have  secured  control  of  the  teaching  calling, 
there  has  begun  to  appear  a  strong  feeling  of  the  union  or  consolidation  of 
the  interests  and  responsibilities  of  those  who  follow  that  calling.  This 
could  not  develop  so  long  as  men  were  the  teachers,  because  men  took  up 
teaching  as  a  temporary  expedient  or  as  a  last  resort.  As  soon,  however, 
as  the  entrance  of  women  brought  in  the  professional  element,  common 
interests  and  responsibilities  brought  about  solidarity. 

This  union  has  shown  itself  in  the  passage  of  the  power  in  the  National 
Educational  Association  out  of  the  hands  of  the  principals  and  superinten- 
dents into  the  hands  of  the  teachers,  in  the  formation  of  trade  unions,  in 
securing  equal  pay  for  the  same  work,  in  making  and  unmaking  superin- 
tendents. The  teachers  have  introduced  the  Macedonian  phalanx,  a  phalanx 
of  Amazonians,  though  here  and  there,  for  a  moment,  the  head  of  a  man 
appears.    The  teacher  shows  signs  of  coming  into  possession  of  her  own, 
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A  DEPARTURE 


We  have  published,  from  time  to  time,  arguments  on  the  subject  of 
woman  suffrage,  mostly  in  favor  of  granting  the  privilege  of  voting  to  women. 
We  have  decided  to  throw  open  our  columns  to  a  discussion  of  woman  suffrage 
and  to  the  subject  of  a  trade  union  for  teachers.  We  do  this  because  we 
believe  that  the  former  question  is,  next  to  the  question  of  liberty,  the  great 
question  before  the  American  people;  and  the  latter  question  a  very  impor- 
tant one  for  our  school  system. 

In  the  opinion  of  some  of  us  the  crying  need  of  education  in  America  is 
greater  liberty  and  authority  for  the  teacher.  The  great  educational  author- 
ity at  the  present  time  is  the  principals'  and  superintendents'  section  of  the 
National  Educational  Association.  Not  until  there  is  a  body  of  teachers, 
of  those  who  teach,  who  have  an  influence  and  authority  commensurate  with 
that  of  the  body  just  mentioned,  will  the  outlook  for  education  be  bright. 

It  is  possible  that  a  trade  union  of  teachers  would  give  the  teachers  that 
influence  and  authority,  the  lack  of  which  is  hurting  education.

We,  the  Senior  Class,  must  hold 
our  Commencement  elsewhere.  Nevertheless,  we  and  the  school  and  all 
it  stands  for  are  the  product  of  their  fine  enthusiasm.  And  to  you,  the 
trustees,  who  have  constantly  advanced  their  high  purpose,  do  I  now,  in 
behalf  of  the  class  of  1913,  extend  a  sincere  welcome. 

In  appreciation  of  the  splendid  enthusiasm  of  our  Principal  and  of  the 
painstaking  labors  of  our  faculty,  we  hope  to  carry  some  inspiration  of  truth 
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and  progress  throughout  western  Pennsylvania.  And  to  you,  Sir,  and  to  the 
members  of  this  faculty,  I  say,  "Welcome." 

But  we  have  not  forgotten  that  we  owe,  perhaps,  even  more  to  you, 
friends  and  parents,  who  have  made  sacrifices,  that  this  commencement  day 
might  become  a  reality  for  us.  Yours  has  been  an  enduring  interest  and 
loyalty.  We  cannot  show  how  deeply  grateful  we  are  for  the  many  denials 
you  have  made  on  our  account.  To  you,  then,  we  say,  "  Welcome,  thrice 
welcome!  " 

How  much  our  destiny  has  already  hinged  upon  the  enthusiasm  of  the 
founders  of  this  school!  Enthusiasm!  What  an  intangible  thing  it  is!  How 
much  of  our  success  has  depended  upon  your  enthusiasm  for  us  and  ours 
for  our  work!  So,  indeed,  has  it  been  through  all  time.  Every  generation 
or  so,  the  world  has  been  recreated  by  the  faith  with  which  men  have  followed 
their  ideals.  The  ancient  Greeks  proved  to  their  satisfaction  that  the  earth 
is  round,  and  Galileo,  going  further,  was  convinced  that  it  turns.  Then 
these  ideas  passed  into  decay  until  Columbus,  taking  them  up  with  a  new 
enthusiasm,  discovered  a  new  world.  It  is  startling  how  much  depended 
upon  the  loyalty  with  which  he  remained  firm  to  his  purpose. 

What  is  it  that  gives  life  to  the  world?  Look  at  Franklin,  who  with 
his  earnestness  for  the  cause  of  liberty,  accomplished  much  without  taking 
up  arms.  Look  at  Morse,  who  with  an  untiring  zeal,  after  many  years  of 
delay  and  disappointment,  gave  to  the  world  his  great  invention,  the  electric 
telegraph.  Look  at  Webster,  who,  by  his  eloquence  for  the  preservation 
of  the  union  at  all  hazards,  so  deeply  stirred  the  hearts  of  his  countrymen  and 
strengthened  their  patriotic  desire  to  keep  their  country  an  undivided  nation. 
Mathematicians  had  confidently  stated  that  it  was  impossible  for  man  to 
fly.  And  yet  the  other  day,  the  news  flashed  over  the  world  that  the  Wright 
brothers,  through  patient  investigation,  had  accomplished  the  seemingly 
impossible. 

The  man  who  would  really  live  his  life  must  put  enthusiasm  into  it,  an 
enthusiasm  which  will  carry  him  to  the  realization  of  his  highest  dreams. 
The  success  of  our  lives  depends  not  so  much  upon  the  part  we  act,  as  upon 
the  spirit  with  which  we  act  that  part,  a  spirit  which  not  only  achieves  our 
purpose,  but  thrills  our  associates  with  sympathy.  "This  is  the  priesthood 
of  art,"  as  Max  Eastman  says,  "  not  to  bestow  upon  the  universe  a  new 
aspect,  but  upon  the  beholder  a  new  enthusiasm." 

WTiat  does  enthusiasm  mean  to  you?  To  the  genius  it  gives  persever- 
ance to  do  his  work  though  the  world  criticize  him  and  understand  him  not. 
But  to  most  of  us  it  gives  an  inspiration  which  makes  life  enjoyable. 

Enthusiasm  to  a  nation  means  progress.  It  means  that  the  United 
States  can  take  up  the  old  idea  of  the  Panama  Canal  and  carry  it  to  a  success- 
ful completion.     It  is  the  very  essence  of  a  nation's  existence. 
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To  the  world,  it  means  change  and  development.     It  means  advance- 
ment toward  many  ideals,  perhaps  unseen  by  man,  but  clear  to  the  Creator. 

It  is  the  glow  of  the  sunset,  the  fragrance  of  a  rose,  the  joy  of  a  human 
countenance.     It  is  the  breath  of  life.

THE  MODEL  SCHOOL 

The  popularity  of  the  Model  School  is  just  as  great  this  year  as  ever.

The  Sistine  Madonna 

The  Sistine  Madonna,  the  world's  greatest  masterpiece,  was  painted  by 
Raphael  Santi  and  finished  in  1518.  The  picture  occupies  a  small  room  in 
the  Dresden  gallery. 

The  picture  itself  is  a  wonderful  creation.  The  main  figures  are  Mary, 
the  mother  of  Christ,  and  the  Christchild,  in  the  mother's  arms.  The  two 
figures  themselves  form  a  strikingly  touching  picture,  for  the  expressions 
on  the  two  faces  are  so  beautiful  and  rare.  Upon  Mary's  face  is  a  look  of 
uncertain  fear  and  doubt,  as  though  she  apprehended  something.  Mingled 
with  this  is  the  expression  of  love  and  devotion.  The  expression  on  the  face 
of  the  Christchild  has  never  been  equaled.  Such  infinite  tenderness,  appeal, 
and  childish  wisdom  have  never  since  been  combined  in  like  beauty. 

To  the  left  of  the  main  figures,  St.  Sixtus  is  kneeling.  He  symbolizes 
Hope  and  is  appealing  to  the  Christchild  for  aid  for  the  multitude  below  on 
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earth.  On  the  right  of  the  picture  St.  Barbara  is  standing.  She  symbolizes 
Love  and  is  so  overwhelmed  by  the  face  of  Christ  that  she  cannot  look  toward 
Him.     Love  and  joy  mingle  in  her  expression. 

The  colors  of  the  picture  are  symbolical,  each  representing  some  virtue. 
The  whole  gives  a  harmonious  and  awe-inspiring  effect.

M  A  CONDITION,  NOT  A  THEORY" 

The  advancement  in  Art  lines  is  most  marked.  The  student  who  can 
draw  mechanical  cubes  and  make  good  plus  and  minus  signs,  is  no  longer 
considered  competent  to  teach  drawing,  even  once  a  week  (the  usual  high 
school  allowance)  or  even  in  the  primary  grades.    That  our  students  are 
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conscious  of  this,  as  well  as  of  the  importance  of  the  subject,  is  evidenced  by 
the  fact  that  many  of  the  seniors,  successful  in  passing  certain  difficult  sub- 
jects, are  asking  for  a  term  of  Advanced  Drawing.  Those  who  can  not,  are 
making  requests  for  more  instruction  than  can  be  given  in  the  few  lessons  of 
the  senior  year.  The  requests  made  this  term  by  the  seniors,  many  of  whom 
are  high  school  graduates,  are: — Color,  &5;  landscape,  72;  pose,  63;  design, 
69;  nature  drawing,  55;  perspective,  55 ;  illustration,  35;  printing,  30;  animal 
drawing,  25;   special  day  problems,  16. 

In  addition,  were  many  requests  for  help  in  various  ways.  When  one 
realizes  that  drawing  is  the  universal  mode  of  expression  of  thought,  that 
it  is  a  development  requiring  practice  and  time,  that  these  young  people  are 
going  out  to  teach  others,  that  these  requests  are  earnestly  made  by  the  best 
students  we  have,  the  allowance  of  twenty  some  lessons  seems  but  a  begin- 
ning.

Mr.  See  gave  great  pleasure  to  a  large  audience  who  gave  him  enthusi- 
astic recalls  at  his  first  appearance  in  recital. 

He  revealed  himself  as  a  player  of  fine  ability.  There  was  a  pleasurable 
absence  of  mannerisms,  a  lovely  tone  quality,  and  beautiful  and  adequate 
interpretation. 

If  one  were  looking  solely  for  technic  it  was  apparent,  but  without  dis- 
play— his  manner  of  playing  is  such  that  technic  does  not  absorb  the  atten- 
tion to  the  exclusion  of  the  sentiment  of  the  composition.  It  was  particularly 
so  in  Debussy's  "  En  Bateau,"  and  the  Wagner  Prize  Song,  which  called 
forth  thunderous  applause  and  recalls.  Sarasate's  "Gipsy  Melodies"  was 
also  given  in  a  manner  to  invite  comparison  with  other  artists,  although  it 
needs  the  gypsy  or  Hungarian   temperament  to  interpret  it  at  its  best. 

The  opening  number  of  the  recital,  the  "  Kreutzer  Sonate,"  played  by  Mr. 
See  and  Edna  Allan  Cogswell,  was  well  received  and  given  an  intelligent 
reading.

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IN  THE  SCHOOLS 

Superintendent  Wheatly,  of  Middletown,  Conn.,  believes  that  healthy 
children  have  a  right  t:>  fresh  air,  and  has  secured  fresh  air  by  the  good  old- 
fashioned  method  of  opening  the  windows.  The  model  school  at  Bryn  Mawr 
has  become  a  fresh  air  school,  only  the  dressing-room  and  the  laboratories 
being  indoors.    Siestas  are  a  part  of  the  system. 

School  buildings  are  being  used  to  a  greater  extent  for  general  educational 
purposes.  Entertainments  and  lectures  are  given;  there  are  meetings  of 
adults  to  discuss  local  problems;  athletics,  folk  dancing,  and  social  dancing 
play  a  part.  The  buildings  are  being  used  for  political  rallies,  registering 
places,  and  polling  places.  We  have  about  two  thousand  paid  workers  in 
the  field. 

Biology  seems  to  suggest  that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  organ  and  every 
organization  to  grow.     Let  the  good  work  go  on! 

The  school  nurse  has  come  to  stay.  She  can,  perhaps,  pick  out  the  child 
who  needs  medical  attention  with  greater  speed  and  accuracy  than  the 
physician.  She  is  able  to  secure  uniformity  of  temperature,  ventilation,  and 
cleanliness  in  a  way  that  co-operation  of  the  teachers  has  not  secured.  Her 
study  of  chemistry  and  her  hospital  training  have  given  her  a  sense  of  what 
constitutes  cleanliness  which  few  of  us  have.  The  school  nurse,  visiting  the 
home,  is  given  a  cordial  welcome  which  no  other  official  visitor  receives. 
She  is  truly  a  "  visiting  angel." 

In  introducing  visiting  nurses,  the  schools  are  merely  following  in  the 
footsteps  of  the  insurance  companies,  the  department  stores,  and  the  factories. 
This  is  one  more  example  of  the  value  of  the  specialist. 

There  should  likely  be  one  nurse  for  each  two  thousand  pupils  and  that 
would  give  us  about  ten  thousand  nurses  for  the  United  States.  These  nurses 
being  drawn  from  the  same  class  in  society  as  the  teachers,  we  should  likely 
see  a  rise  of  salary  of  women  teachers. 

The  high  school  of  Fairmont,  W.  Va„  has  a  custom  by  which  each  class 
is  named,  not  by  the  number  of  the  year,  which  smacks  of  the  penitentiary, 
but  for  some  prominent  citizen.  This  man  is  called  the  sponsor  of  the  class. 
It  is  found  that  the  interest  of  the  sponsor  in  the  school  is  markedly  increased; 
he  aids  in  keeping  the  pupils  in  school,  entertains  them  at  his  home,  and  fre- 
quently decreases  the  friction  between  teacher  and  pupil.  In  one  case  the 
sponsor,  after  graduation  of  the  class,  organized  the  members  into  a  local 
historical  association,  which  proved  of  value, 
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The  plan  of  classifying  teachers  according  to  experience  is  a  lazy  one. 
At  Owensboro,  Ky.,  they  are  classified  according  to  experience,  preparation, 
and  success.  Since  this  plan  was  introduced,  the  teachers  have  done  much 
more  technical  reading,  and  attended  summer  schools,  more  diligently.  The 
holding  of  the  opinion  that  teachers  are  made  of  such  superior  clay  that  a 
higher  salary,  or  the  hope  of  one,  does  not  tend  toward  better  work,  should  be 
made  a  penal  offense. 

For  several  years,  in  Mansfield,  Ohio,  the  custom  has  been  in  force 
of  allowing  the  eighth  grade  pupils  to  listen  to  the  recitations  in  the  high 
school.  Probably  as  a  consequence,  nearly  all  the  graduates  of  the  eighth 
grade  enter  the  high  school.  We  may  perhaps  be  pardoned  for  stating  that 
our  grandfather,  Anthony  Wayne  Casad,  was  a  prominent  citizen  of  Mans- 
field. 

A  report  on  the  kindergarten  conditions  in  the  United  States  will  shortly 
be  issued  by  the  National  Kindergarten  Association,  New  York  City,  of 
which  Miss  Myra  Winchester  is  secretary.  The  report  will  give  statistics, 
and  the  opinions  of  prominent  persons  on  the  value  of  the  kindergarten 
system.  Adverse  opinions  will  receive  due  consideration.  The  Montessori 
work  will  receive  special  attention. 

Special  classes  for  special  children  seem  to  be  called  for.  Dr.  Gesell 
says:  "Take  an  ordinary  kindergarten  and  first  grade,  with  a  combined 
enrollment  of  one  hundred  pupils,  and  among  this  number  we  may  expect 
to  find  at  least  one  child  feeble-minded;  one  child  who  stutters;  two  or  three 
who  seriously  lisp;  another  extremely  anaemic;  a  badly  spoilt  child;  another 
babyish — a  year  or  two  retarded  in  mental  or  moral  growth;  and  still  another 
morally  weak.  There  will  be  one  '  negative  *  child — passive,  colorless;  one 
over-sensitive,  nervous  child;  one  superficially  precocious  child;  another 
distinctly  superior — eager,  ardent,  imaginative,  sociable." 

In  one  of  the  high  schools  in  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  instruction  is  given  in 
printing.  The  need  of  three  classes  of  pupils  are  considered;  those  who  put 
in  half  a  day  at  school;  those  who  want  to  learn  the  trade;  and  those  who 
want  to  get  an  idea  of  the  character  of  the  work.  Vocational  training  confronts 
us  in  earnest. 

"  When  500  girls  between  14  and  16  years  of  age  in  Chicago  factories, 
were  asked:  *  If  your  father  had  a  good  job,  so  that  he  could  afford  to  keep 
you  in  school,  would  you  prefer  to  stay  in  school  or  go  to  work  in  a  factory?  ' 
412  replied  that  they  would  still  prefer  to  be  in  the  factory.'* 
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.  At  last  the  girl  whose  interest  lies  more  along  the  lines  of  home-making 
is  being  considered  in  curriculum  forming.  In  the  Wadleigh  High  School, 
of  New  York  City,  a  homecraft  course  has  been  introduced.  It  meets  the 
admission  requirements  of  Columbia  University  School  of  Household  Arts 
and  similar  schools.  The  course  is  a  two-year  course  and  the  required  work 
in  the  first  year  includes  English,  biology,  domestic  science,  domestic  art, 
drawing,  music,  physical  training,  household  arithmetic  (sic).  French,  Ger- 
man, vocational  study,  care  of  clothing,  English  history  are  among  the 
electives. 

Latin  has  not  commended  itself  to  those  who  drew  up  the  curriculum. 
Hygiene  and  sanitation  are  required  in  the  second  year,  and  chemistry,  mil- 
linery, history  of  women's  work  may  be  studied.  This  seems  a  move  in  the 
right  direction.
